The Great Inundation 8 


Yuma Continues, 


Fears That the Town Will be Entirely 
Obliterated. 


The Surrounding Country Also» Com- 
pletely Overflowed, 


Estimates of the Havoc Wrought by 
the High Water in California— 
Being Rapidly. 
Repaired, 


By Telegraph to The Times. 


Yuma is almost entirely under water. 
All the stores but one are washed out. 
Every building east of Main street ex- 
cept three frame houses, is entirely 
destroyed. 

The flood struck Yuma Sunday 
„evening and within a few hours had 
destroyed thousands of dollars’ worth 
of property. 

The flood was caused by the high 
water ot the Colorado and Gila rivers 
meeting at Yuma, breaking the levee, 
which was much higher than the town. 
A heavier rise is reported coming, 
which will reach here by morning. 

Efforts are being made to save the 
houses west of Main street by building 
huge dikes of stone, timber and earth. 
Some hopes are entertained that 
furthor disaster will be averted by the 
work now being done by citizens wha 
are bending every energy in excavat- 
ing outlets and drains for the expected 
overflow. 

Several lives are reported lost in the 
Gila Valley. The rumors are not yet 
confirmed. Two thousand head of 
cattle and other live stock are known 
to have been drowned. 

Late news reports the water at 
Adonde, thirty miles east of Yuma, 
higher than ever before, running into 
the telegraph office and washing over 
the track which has just been rebuilt. 

The Times office was completely 
wrecked. The Sentinel presses are be- 
ing taken down and moved for the sec- 
ond time this week. There are no 
prospects of railroad communication 
for some time yet. 

During the excitement this evening 
a burglar in the county jail attempted 
to escape, and made for the hiils, but 
was recaptured after a fight with a 
deputy, 

BLOODS ON ALL SIDES. 

| “YUMA, 25.—A‘ telephone mes- 
sage from the Government works 
eight miles east, says that the em- 
ployés were about to abandon the 
place and camp on the hillside to es- 
cape the water coming down. A tele- 
gram from Texas Hill says that people | ¢ 
can be seen camped on the hills on the 
north side of the Gila and one house can 
yet be seen standing. Great loss of 
property has surely followed the flood 
in the Mohawk Valley. No communi- 
cation can be bad there as the river is 
too turbulent tocross. Residents of 
Aztec in the Gila Valley have all 
moved tothe mesa, many losing val- 
uable live stock and comfortable 
houses, 

Tonight the oky is cloudless and 
there is no sign of rain. A close watch 
is being kept on the levees. The alarm 
bell will ring as soon as additional 
flood water reaches here. 

The Indian reservation across the 
Colorado River is three feet under wa- 
ter, but not much property has been 
lost. The appeal of the Yuma Relief 
Committee is meeting with generous 
response. 

he water at Adonde, thirty miles 
east of Yuma, is rising one foot an 
hour. It is expected to reach Yuma by 
morning. The Relief Committee is 
kept busy assisting sufferers.

OTHER FLOOD NEWS. 


Effects of the Great Storm in South- 
ern Callfornia. 

SAN FRANCISCO, Feb. 25.—- [By the 
Asaociated Press.] Reports received 
today from the south concerning the 
biockade of traffic on the Southern 
Pacific lines in Southern California 
and Arizona were more encouraging 
than those of the previous day. The 
work of repairing the damaged portion 
of the line is being pushed and unless 
the storm sbould again commence, 
everything can be put in “ship-shape”’ 
condition within one week. The 
water is rapidly falling at all points 
along the line, and it is believed the 
worst is over. 

Reports from Soledad Cafion seem to 
have been slightly exaggerated. The 
only part of the track at this point 
which has given way is near Ra- 
venna, where the road-bed for a few 
hundred feet is soft aad one-sided. 

On the Santa Barbara line the floods 
carried away asmai! bridge at Piru, 
but this now been repaired, and work- 
ing forces from this branch are head- 
ing up into the cafion to meet the 
work crews coming south. 

Division Superintendent Burck- 
halter, with two companions, started 
south on a handear from a work train 
below Mojave on Tuesday morning 
and pushed through on an inspection 
tour, reaching Saugus safely this 
morning, und went thence to the scene 
of trouble at Tehuenga. Dispatches 
from him give the encouragement 
above noted. The trestle at Tebuenga 
is now the chief obstacle. 

All south-bound trains are beld at 
Mojave, and tonight’s express was 
booked only as far us Bakersfield. At 
present all through travel between 
Colton and Los Angeles is blocked, as 
well as that on the Santa Aus branch. 
The Santa Monica branch has as vet 
bad no trouble. The bridge near Col- 
ton und one at Downey have both been 
knocked out of line by the turbulent 
waters, and there are also one or two 
washes reported between Pomona and 
Los Angeles. 

Beyond Seven Palms the line is clear 
to Yuma,

SAN BERNARDINO LOSSES. 

SAN BERNARDINO, Feb. 25.—It com- 
menced raining on Saturday night and 
by Sunday niabt streams were roaring. 
Tbe motor bridge over Lytie Creek be- 
tween San Bernardino and Colton was 
washed away Monday morning. The 
whole expanse of country below San 
Bernardino City was covered by rush- 
ing waters and many families were 
compelled to flee to higher ground. 
The schoo! building was washed away, 
ground and all. The creek changed its 
natural course and made au eutirely 
new channel. Thousands of dollars“ 
worth of valuable property was swept 
awa 

Mr. Grosvenor on Saturday night 
had 150 acres of highly-cultivated land 
and on Sunday night only a quarter of 
an acre remained, 

The Santa Fé railroad bridges suf- 
fered greatly. On Monday morning 
150 feet of the bridge between San Ber- 
nardino and Colton was carried away, 
as were 350 feet of the bridge between 
this city and Los Angeles. 

The motor and county bridges over 
the Santa Ana River had their ap- 

roaches washed away for 150 feet. 

he San Bernardino and Arrowhead 
Motor Company's tracks have been 
washed out for a long distance. 

In Cajon Pass the condition of 
things is the worst ever seen in that 
section. Ten thousand feet of Santa 
Fé track between San Bernardino and 
Batstow is washed away, aud four 
trains are tied up between tbe two 
points. The Southern Pacific bridge 
east of Colton is in an impassable con- 
dition. The county hospital, situated 
in the western portion of the city was 
in danger. ‘Twenty-tive acres 0 at Bos. 
pital grounds were carried away. A 
number of houses were washed away. 
leaving the people homeless. 

Tue damage in this county will be 
between $300,000 and 5500, 000. The 
waters have subsided considerably, and 
the storm is over. 

VENTURA COUNTY INUND \TIONS. 

Ventura, Feb. 25.—The rainfall 
here, beginning Saturday and euding 
yesterday, amounted to 44 inches. 
There bas been no railroad communi- 
cation east of Fillmore, this ‘county, 
since Sunday. The San Antonio and 
Santa Clara rivers have been impass- 
able until today, the latter being 
higher than for years. Considerabie 
damage has been done to farmers 
along its banks, but the loss is not yet 
estimated. 

SAN DIEGO HEARD FROM, 


Sunday and Monday was the most se- 
vere ever experienced in this section. 
The damage to railroads leading from 
the city is quite large, aud it will be a 
week before travel is resumed as fully 
as before the flood. Thetown of Tia 
Juana, on the Mexican line, was total- 
ly washed away, except the Hotel, 


which is so badly damaged as to be otf 
no future use. The Otay River broke 
its banks and swelled the Tia Juana 
River until it flooded the entire coun- 
try, sweeping away stores, houses, cat- 
tle and everything that came in its 
path. Two persons are reported 


drowned at lia Juana. No other fa- 


talities are reported. 
At Ramona twelve inches of water 


is reported as falling during the 
storm. On the Cuyamaca ro sev- 
eral washouts occurred, and the San 


Diego-river bridge was ‘washed away. 

At Ensenada the rain did consider- 
able damage. 
Ensenada River were totally washed 
away, but no loss of life is reported, 

No damage was done in San Diego 
although considerable rain fell, and 
the wind attained a velocity of forty 
miles au hour. 


SUING FOR AN ISLAND. 


THE CLAIM OF THE HEIRS 
GEN. FREMONT. 


The Pathfinder Said to Have Been 
the Real Owner of a Fortifed 
Island at San 
Francisco.

PirrspurGH, Feb. 25.—{By the As 

sociated Press.] Rev. W. R. Covert of 

Findlay, O., has retained counsel to 


press the claim of himself and the 


heirs ef Gen. John C. Frémont to the 
ownership of Bird Island in the Bay of 
San Francisco. The amount involved 
is estimated at 510.000.000. Gen. Fré- 
mont, when Military Governor of Cal- 
ifornia, purchased the island from 
Mexico. Uncle Sam repudiated the 
purchase and declined to either buy 


it trom the Pathfinder orreimburse him. 


However, the General Government 
some years later took possession of the 


island, which is the key to San Fran- 


cisco barbor, and erected fortificatious 
and a lighthouse upon it, at a cost of 
over 89.000, 000. Gen. Frémons' sought 


relief from Congress in vain. 


Some time before he died, being low 
in funds, he secured financial aid from 
Mr. Covert, giving therefor an option 


on a half interest in the Island. He in- 


tended to press his claim, but death 
intervened. Mrs. Jessie Benton Fré- 
mont and her son will soon join in the 
proceedings before the Court of Claims. 
(Mrs. Frémont is at Santa Monica, 
and could not be communicated with. 
Judge Silent, however, who has acted 
as her legal adviser in several matters, 
was called up by telephone, but said 
that he bad never heard ap — 
either about Mr. Covert, Bird 
or the suit.

The railroad people are beginning to get 
their heads above water. The roads are 
being patched up here and there, sufficiently 
to rh om the passage of construction trains 

and piie-drivers. Two bridges of the 
Southern Pacific across the Los Angeles 
were yesterday repaired in this temporary 
manner, and construction trains crossed to 
reach other points. Officiais of the com- 
pany said last night that the road would be 
open to Yuma by tonight, and to El Paso by 
Sunday. It was confidently expected to 
have the road clear to San Francisco by 
Friday night, it being necessary to repair 
the Tejunga bridge and fill in some wash- 
outs between Los Angeles and Mojave be- 
fore that is accomplished. The San Pedro 
aoe ee opened for regular business last 

night. 

Some information has at last been gained 
about the Santa Fé lives, “The Atiantic and 
Pacific, east of Barstow, is all right, an 
passenger train reached that place yes 
day. It will be some time, however, before 
the train can come any further toward this 
city., As was stated yesterday, the Cajon 
pass is in good condition, but the road on 
tnis side for miles is lost. Where the water 
did not undermive the tracks it covered 
them with sand to a depth of three feet or 
more. All the bridges between the pass 
and Los Angeles are gone. Construction 
trains are now able to as far as Duarte, 
where a bridge will have to be made before 
any further progress is 

he only news learn 

ern California lines was that General Man- 
ager Wade was slowly making progress 
northward, and at last accounts had about 
reached Santa Ana.

AFTER THE FLOOD, 


REPORTS COMING IN FROM THE 
SURROUNDING COUNTRY. 


Greatest Damage to the Growing 
Crops—Only Four Lives Lost— 
Situation at Downey and 
Vicinity. 


During all of yesterday reports continued 
to come in from the surrounding country. 
giving details of the devastation caused by 
the waters of the recent flood. The damage 
done cannot at present be reasonably 8 
mated, and it would be folly for one to at- 
tempt to give any figures at this writing. 
Suffice it to say that the ruin that has 
is considerably more than was at 
first anticipa But the water in the 
flooded district bas been receding for some 
hours. All ot the injury thatcan be done 
has already been wrought... Rivers are re- 
suming their natural channels and lands 
that were covered for over thirty-six hours 
are again free of surface water. 

As far as reports thus far received indi- 
cate there have been but few casualties as 
a result of the overflow. The family report- 
ed te have been drowned near Duarte is the 
only case thus far known where human life 
was lost, with the exception of the man at 
Wilmington. This is a most happy feature 
of the violent downpour. 

Fences, county roads, out 2 of 
light construction, bridges weak! 4 support-. 
ed and culverts in the vutlying districts of 
the country along or near aby water co 
have fared badiy. They have been wash 
away and in some instances are miles from 
where they originally stood, being carried 
down by the terrific force of the water. 
Live stock also was drowned. 
Yesterday Supervisor 8. M. Perry visited 
El Monte. Here the scene was & wild one 
according to what Mr. Perry reported last 
evening toa Times representative. T 
new San Gabriel river at this point as 
sumed the proportions of a Mighty ocean. 
It was 1200 feet wide. The river ordinarily 
asses down on the east sideot the Monte 
— of the west, where there is only an 
arroyo about 100 feet wide. But when the 
water ot the recent downpour commenced 
to iperease and swell the waters of the 
‘river. the stream started to flow down the 
arroyo on the west side. It finally increased 
in size until a stream 1200 feet wide was 
flowing down on the west side, 

A bridge 100 feet wide, which was built 
by the couaty across the arroyo, was 
away. A house belonging to a party 
Dodson was also 2 away. It was 
located at the end o bridge. 

W ben Supervisor Perry left El Monte the 
river was receding, and ail the damage that 
the waters could do had been done. 

Mr. Perry also informed the Timrs 2 
resentative that the county had suffered bu 
little loss by the flood, The 7 count 
bridge that has been washed ou far oh 
known, is the one at Ei Monte.

The projected construction of 180 
feet frontage of handsome four-story 
business structures on Broadway, be- 


| tween Second and Third, assures for 


that thoroughfare a position which far- 
sighted men have for several years 
realized that itis bound ultimately to 
oecupy as the second, if not the frst, 
business thoroughfare of Los Angeles. 
Property-owners on Broadway have 
certainly exhibited much enterprise 
and perseverance, and, favored by 
friendly ‘municipal legislation, have 
succeeded in making the street one of 
the handsomest in the city. Several of 
our leading public buildings are located 
on it. The High School is practically 
on Broadway, being but a few hundred 
feet therefrom. Then there are in suc- 
cession the Courthouse, the City Hall, 


the Jones-Lindley market bouse and 


the Postoffice. The opening through 
of the street north into Buena Vista 
street, and south into Main street, will 
give a continuous, wide thoroughfare 
from the southern city limits to East 
Los Angeles. It has even been pro- 
posed to change the name of Main 
street, below Tenth, to Broadway, 
after the latter street shall have been 
opened through. 
It is pleasing to learn that the struc- 
tures about to be erected are to bein 
keeping with the handsome and pic- 
turesque buildings at the corner of 
Second and Broadway. Continuous 
rows of handsome buildings, erected 
in the same style, which are such a 
feature of the boulevards of European 
cities, are almost unknown in the 
United States, the result being a spe- 
cies of architeotural patchwork which 
spoils the effect of many handsome 
buildings. When these edifices are 
completed, it will only need one more, 
at the corner of Third street, to form 
the handsomest business block in Cal- 
ifornia, and one with a character all 
its own. 
These handsome improvements, and 
others which are proposed for Broad- 
way, furnish another proof that the 
business portion of this city is march- 
ing steadily in a southerly, or rather 
southwesterly, direction. There ia 
often something mysterious in this 
steady march of a great city in a cer- 
tain direction, in spite of obstacles, 
and iu spite of determined efforts that 
are made to arrest the movement. It 
is said that the tendency of all great 
cities is to move in a westerly direc- 
tion, unless prevented by insurmount- 
able obstacles. This is certainly true 
of several of the largest capitals of 
Europe. One explanation which has 
been given of this is the generally un- 
pleasant character of east winds, 
which inhabitants of cities seek to es- 
cape. Inthe case of Los Angeles, a 
westerly movement of the business 
quarter north of Third street has been 
effectually checked by the hills. After 
this limit shall. have been reached it 
may be expected that the city will take 
The tendency of Los Angeles to grow 
in this direction is explicable from the 
wide, straight, level streets between 
Third, Spring, Pico and Pear! streets, 
which were laid out many years ago, 
before modern Los Angeles was com- 
menced. The growth has been going 
on for half a century—ever since the 
city has grown at all. Time was when 
the chief portion of the City of. the 
Angeis was bounded by what are now 
upper Main, Bellevue avenue, Yale 
and College streets. The Plaza—the 
geographical center of the city—was 
then in the west end, and Spring stroet 
had not been dreamt ot. For many 
years, and until quite recent times, 
Main street, from the Plaza to Temple, 
was the principal part of the city. 
Then the city began to creep south- 
ward to First street; handsome 
blocks were built on South 
Spring, aud the corner of First 
aud Spring may now be con- 
sidered as the business center, with 
a decided outlook that it will be re- 
moved a block further south within 
two or three years. | 
Meanwhile efforts have naturally 
been made by property owners to re- 
tard the city’s southerly march, The 
postoffice was located near the Plaza, 
before it was removed to the other ex- 
treme, and since that a branch post- 
office has been opened. opposite, while 
a number of handsome and costly 
business blocks have been erected in 
that section; but fashion in business 
quarters is like fashion in bonnets— 
something inscrutable. Thecity still 
creeps onward like a mushroom push- 
ing up a stone paving-block. A strik- 
ing idea of this growth may be obtained 
from the statement, which itis safe to 
make, that 90 per cent. of the value of 
improvements made in Los Angeles 
during the past year have gone inte 
the southwestern quarter of the city. 
Of course, this is not altogether a 
pleasant prospect for those who own 
property in the section that is being 
left behind. “What is one man’s 
meat is another man's poison. These 
stores and buildings will not be 
deserted, however. A city must 
have a wholesale and a factory 


quarter, as well as a retail quarter. 


Los Angeles street cannot bold 
all the wholesale houses. Already 
several stores on Noth Main have 
been devoted to the wholesale trade, 
and it is in this that many more will 
find their mission. The Courthouse 
will, meantime, act as acheck on the 
city’s southerly march until the whole- 
sale business shall have become of 
greater importance and needs more 
room. The beautiful residence sites 
on the northwestern bills and the 
trade from the growing suburb of East 
Los Angeles will also preclude the 
possibility that this property will suf- 
fer any heavy depreciation in value, 
although rents may be temporarily re- 
duced. 

It will take a geod many years to 
build up tho entire 23,000 acres within 
the city limits of Los Angeles, but it 
will probably be done within twenty 
years, and by that time the possession 
of a fifty-foot lot on a prominent street 
anywhere—north, south, Gast or west 
—within a mite of where this is writ- 
ten, will be a pretty good safeguard 
against poverty. 

Meantime ‘the pushing of First 
street through the western hills, so as 


to extend the business area from 


| center in that direction, is a most nec- 


essary measure, as bas been repeat- 
edly shown. It is, in fact, an improve- 
ment that has been already too long 
postponed. Ly 


PUBLIC PARKS. . 


Out on Seventh street, near the 
western limit of the city, is a beautiful 


picturesque. It is in the center of 
what is known as Westlake Park, but 
the park portion of the concern con- 
sists barely of some costly ornamenta- 
tion around the borders of the lake. | 
The whole thing—park, lake and all— 
could be covered in with a good-sized 


canvas without much stretching. It 


is too small to be dignified with the 
name of park. A park implies trees 
and a scope of country; something 
more than a mere recreation 
ground. Our Westlake Park hasn’t 
space enough in it for a baseball game. 
It is pretty enough, or will be, when 
the shrubbery is grown, but the plague 
of it is there isn’t enough of it. Asa 
little plat, or pluy-ground, it is charm- 
ing, but as a park it is ridiculously 
small. The people that live near there 
are no doubt proud of it, but the city 
of Los Angeles has no occasion to 
boast of it as a public park. A great 
deal of money is being spent by some-. 
body on this little gem of a place, and 
that is all well enough if somebody 
has the money to spare, but would it 
not be a wise use of some of this money 
to widen the borders of the park with 
it, aud lay out for the future something 
that would be a real credit to the 
city? The land in that quarter 
of the corporation is yet nearly all un- 
occupied and doubtless cheap. If it 
could not be had by purchase at a rea- 
sonable rate, it might by a very simple 
process, be condemned to public use as | 
a park, and then we would, in a few 
years, have a park worth having. , 
The grounds for a park need not be 
regular in form. Some would say. 
and perhaps truly, The more irregular 
the better.“ If different parts were. 
only connected by necks of lud only 
wide enough for good broad boule, 
vards, it would be just as well, and so 
acontinuous park might be laid out 
of great extent without comprising a 
very large tract of land, so far as acre- 
age is concerned. And then it could 
be made up largely of hills and ravines, 
and, while cheaper in cost, would be 
the more picturesque. 
This same Westlake Park ought to 
be extended down the ravine which 
forms the outlet of the lake, away to- 
ward the southern line of the city, and 
north, over hill and through dale. 
winding among them till it connects 
with Quarry Hill, or, as it is now 
called, Elysian Park. A park of this 
extent—and it could now be easily se- 
cured—would be one of which the-City 
ofthe Angels might well be proud. 
The city once—ani not long since— 
owned all these lands that would be.re- 
guired for it, but she parted with them 
foolishly, aud now most of the land 
would need to be purchased back; but 
that could now be done at perhaps pot 
too great cost; and certainly. not 
great if the advantages to flow from 
the transaction are properly estimate 
A park, such as indicated, would be 
the gloty of our city and the boast of 
its inhabitants for all time, Properly 
improved, it would afford a drive 
which would take in view the not-dis- 
tant ocean, and mountain and valley 
scenery of unequaled beauty and gran- 
deur.

Mr, Conger, who is now Uni 
States Minister to Brazil, was asked 
cable to give the committee the names of 
the persons Wo approached him, but he de- 
clined to do so, 
The committee says the fact that ex- 
aggerated expressions were sometimes 
used in the heat of debate may furnish 
an excuse for such stories and affords 
additional reason for carsful avoidance 
in debate of intimations that corrupt 
influences are being brought to bear 
upon members to influence legislation. 
unless the member making such insin- 
uation is prepared to substantiate the 
charge The report continues: 
The committee has been unable to obtain 
hy evidence to support Owenby’s ch 8. 
ere were many speculators buying silver 
individually, and probably in some cases, 
in company, but there is no evidence that 
there was any pool or combination of such 
speculators working together to this end, or 
that any Senator or Representative was 
connected with such pool. The only 
organized or combined effort in- 
duce. silver legislatlon, discinsed by 
the evidence, was a public organ- 
igation known as the Silver Commis- 
sion appalnted by the St. Louis Silver Con- 
vention, and whict has had headquarters in 
Washington during the past year. This 
commission, according to the testimony of 
Francis G. Newlands, one of its members, 
has printed and distributed pamphlets and 
circulars, published articies in newspapers 
and maintained an agent, Sinnfieid, to visit 
organizations, particularily Farmers’ Alil- 
auces, in various parts of the country for 
the purpose of working up and secur- 
ing an expression of public sentiment 
in favor of the free colpage ot 
silver at the ratio of sixteen to one of gold. 
This has been done at an expense of not 
less than $10,000 nor mere than $15,000 
during the past year, which expense bas 
been met by the voluntary contributions of 
owners of silver mines, holders of bullion 
and others favoring such legislation. There 
was no evidence—and the committee 
bas no reason to believe—that this commis- 


sion, . which Owenb describes as 
the, “head silver ol,“ had any 
conrection with silver speculations 


or expended any money otherwise than for 
the purposes above stated. 

‘There is no evidence that any pool, com- 
bination, syndicate or individual speculator 
furnished money to enable members of 
Congress to invest in silver, or that any 
Sevator or Representative was interested in 
any silver pool or syndicate as charged by 
Owenby; nor any evidence at any 
Senator, Representative or Government 
official individually invested in silver bul- 
lion, or was directly or indirectly inter- 
ested in silver bullion or silver speculations, 
pending the silver legislation, except that 
referring to Senator Cameron.

Empress Frederick’s Mission as a 
Peacemaker to Paris Not a 
Succsss—The New Cure 
For Consumption.

IquiquE, (Peru,) Feb. 25.—[By Cable 
and Associated Press.] On the 16th 
inst. a battle was fought at Dolores. 
The government was defeated with 
the loss of 500 men. On the 16th 
Iquique surrendered tothe fleet. <A 
riot on the same night. caused by an 
incendiary mob, was quelled by the 
fleet and foreign residents. One 
hundred and seventy five of the mob 
were killed or wounded. 
On the 17th the opposition party suf- 
fered a check near Huara. 
On the 19th Iquique was surprised by 
the remnant of the government troops. 
There was hard üghtiug from morning 
tillevening. Capt. Lambton of H. M. 
S. Warspite landed under fire to ar- 
range an armistice and to take on 
board any of the remaining women 
and children of the town. An armis 
tice was declared till noon of the 
20th. On the afternoon of the 20th the 
government troops were surrender 
to the fleet by Col. Soto, who ha 
fought gallantly. 
The town is now in possession of the 
fleet. No foreign residents were 
killed. It is probable there will be a de- 
cisive battle north of Pisagua soon.

A BAD RAILWAY ACCIDENT IN

Four Persons Killed Outright-A Long 
List of the InJured—Some Prom- 
nent People Are Among 
the Unfortunates.

RICHMOND (Ind.,) Feb. 25.—|By the 
Associated Press.] Tbe rear coach of 
the limited Panhandle train from Chi- 
cago to Cincinnati jumped the track 
at Hagerstown at 8:30 o'clock this 
evening, and the cars rolied down an 
embankment. Four persons were 
killed and many were injured. 

The killed are: O. F. Deal, engi- 
neer of the Panhandle; George Need- 
ham, attorney of the road; C. 
B. Case, conductor; Arthur Reeves, 
a passenger. of Richmond. The 
train was coming down a steep 
grade into town when the frame work 
of the engine broke and every car in 
the train was derailed, going down a 
fifteen-foot embankment. The cars 
caught fire, but the flames were quickly 
extinguished, All the coaches were 
terribly wrecked.
